But the last two of these agencies are variable factors in the 
individual ease, since family education may have neglected 
one child and church education may be Jacking in another. 
The scope of public school education is necessarily enlarged by 
this circumstance : it must not only complement but supplement 
family and church education. The aim of public school train- 
ing becomes thereby the development of relatively perfect man- 
hood and womanhood.” 

As to the duty of the State it is said: 

“The State has the duty of maintaining common schools, be- 
eause they are indispensable for its continued existence. 

“The dissolution of a State has begun when any considera- 
ble portion of its citizens refuse to be educated into the spirit 
of its constitution, and into sympathy with its important pro- 
yisions. Loyalty to the State is shown in fidelity to those insti- 
tutions which are adapted to make intelligent, lo) land virtuous 
citizens.” 

As to what shall be taught in the publi 

“The tendency of the times is to und 
ought to be remembered that it does not d 
lic schools to put into a child’s head all that he will ever be 
expected to know. It is useless to tax the memory with multitu- 
dinous pieces of mere information. It is better to create a desire 
for knowledge and supply the implements with which to gain it. 

“The schools must not only educate the mind but the heart 
as well. Schools are maintained for the purpose of turning out 
good citizens. Character is forming while the intellectuality is 
being educated, and the influence of the schools should be ex- 
ercised to form and shape it rightly. 

“ There should be a strong moral influence exerted at all 
times in every schoolroom which will go continually to the 
sound training and preparation of boys and girls for the social 
duties and obligations of life and for the responsibilities of 
citizenship in a republic where the * Will of the people ts the law 
of the land.” ” 

Says a distinguished educator of North Carolina: 


schools it is said: 
take too much. It 
svolye upon the pub- 
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* Besides practical intellectual training we insist upon moral. 
and religious training. Of course we cannot give religions 
training except ina general way, all denominational or sectarian - 
teaching being excluded. 

“ But there is common and undisputed ground for all to stand 
upon. No person rises to the full stature of manhood until he 
chooses to model his life according to the eternal principles of 
right, and this is only tantamount to Saying, until he chooses to 
please God. Love and fear of Him must be made to result in 
reverence for Him and in obedience to His will. 

“All obedience in the family. the school or the State should _ 
be insisted upon because such obedience is in accordance with 
the fundamental principles of right. 

“The ten commandments embod Y great principles. obedience 
to which results in good to those who obey and to all men, and 
at the same time they have the divine approval. because the — 
Creator of all things did so constitute the relations between all 
men and their fellows, and between all men and himself. that 
those principles always result in good. And so we come back 
to the will of God as the foundation of all obligation and of 
obedience to all proper authority. It is therefore the Divine 
will, which teachers should strive to know and make the 
foundation of all moral teaching. 

“A child may, at home and at school. be compelled by fear to 
keep himself within certain rules of action. but this course will 
afford him but a poor preparation for the duties of life as 4 
citizen. Tf he is not taught continually to choose his line of eon- 
duct in accordanee with what is right—right in the highest 
Sense — so that he may grow up into the habit of choosing to do 
right, he will most probably be unfit to meet the duties and 
temptations of active life when they confront him. The will 
must be so trained that what is right shall be habitually fol- 
lowed. he teacher who negleets to emphasize moral and re 
ligious training to this extent makes a signal failure. 

“Tf it is said that this line of training involves the use of the 
Bible, the ready reply is that scarcely anyone will be found to 
object to its use in the schools if used without sectarian teach- 
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ing; and no one will object to the teaching of the grand and 
eternal principles of truth it contains, which all religious people 
in this country hold in common.” 

A writer identified with the public schools of California. 
writes : 

“The one great want in the public schools is a greater atten- 
_ tion on the part of the teachers and other authorities to moral 
instruction — to character building. ‘Lo turn out good, honest, 
elean-living men and women is that which should be, not only 
acknowledged, but felt to be the principal end and aim of the 
_ public schools, that intellectual education should be subordinated 
to it, and that this instruction shall be not merely incidental, but 
that it should have its regular place on the programme of exer- 
cises. It should never be omitted or postponed 
anything else.” : 

The State Convention of the Superintendents of Schools in 
Colorado declares the highest end of education in the following 
resolution: 

* Resolved, Vhat we consider the development of ¢ eter as 
the highest end of education and the only safe basis of American 
citizenship, and we urge upon superintendents the duty of doing 
all in their power to purify the moral atmosphere of the schools 
and their surroundings.” 

From such expressions of sentiment gathered from all parts 
of the country and from those who have to do with public 
instruction and who are able to judge what are the most impor- 
tant ends to accomplish through the agency of our public 
schools, we must conclude that while it may be well enough for 
the State to fly the national flag on every 
her borders, it is far better to see to it that principles of 
truth, righteousness, temperance, patriotism and godliness are 
well established in the minds and hearts of the children so that 
they shall not only know the right but knowing shall also choose 
and always dare maintain it. 

Massachusetts has made a good record in the maintenance of 
public instruction, and her school-houses, from the earliest 
times, on every hillside and in every village and town have made

Of this sum only one and one- 
half per cent. is the income from permanent funds, while ninety- 
eight and one-half per cent. are raised by taxation. This State 
expends nearly a million and a half of dollars more than she did 
ten years ago. The cost is about three dollars and fifty-five 
-eents for each inhabitant... There are only two States in the 
Union that expend more for schools than this Commonwealth. 
New York expends over fourteen millions of dollars. and li 
oyer ten millions of dollars annually.

There are two hundred and twenty-nine High Schools sup- 
ported in the State and about thirty thousand pupils in sch 
supported by the Catholic ROBE RHON alone.

cent. more are American born, and eighty-eight per cent. of 
- foreigh birth. 

The School Committee was constituted of Geo. B. Fisher, 
Elmer L. Richardson and E. O. Jameson, and was duly organized 
April 6, 1888, by the choice of E. O. Jameson as chairman and 
George B. Fisher as secretary. 

The committee appointed E. O. Jameson, the superintendent 
of public instruction, and the agent to furnish text books and 
school supplies. 

Mr. Elmer L. Richardson declining to serve, a convention duly 
called of the Selectmen and School Committee on May 14, 1888, 
elected J. Warren Clark to fill the vacancy.

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There have been changes in the teachers of the schools during 
the year. At the close of the spring term Miss Alice F. Rose 
resigned and her place was filled by the election of Miss Harriet 
L. Pervier. At the close of the fall term Miss Helen Harring- 
ton gave up her position and Miss Ida S. Russell was elected 
fill the vacancy. , 

Free public instruction has been furnished to one hundred 
and forty-six different pupils. distributed into five schools, under | 
competent and faithful teachers. The pupils who desired and 
were qualified haye attended the Medway High School as usual. _ 
having their transportation and tuition paid. All others haye 
attended onr own schools where the discipline and instruction — 
still maintain their usual high order and good work is being 
done by both teachers and scholars. 

A weekly lesson in vocal music has been given in all the 
schools by a teacher of much experience and a daily drill of from 
ten to twenty minutes conducted by the teachers in charge. The 
results have been very satisfactory. especially in the three 
schools of the lower grade, and would have been equally so in the 
Grammar school had the time given to the daily drill not been _ 
shortened by the demands of other studies. The music teacher. j 
Mrs. L. T. Hosmer. has now completed her second year of in- 
struction and reports great interest taken and progress made by — 
the pupils in vocal music. 

She says much depends on the daily drill given by the teach- 
ers in charge and mentions the unusually high average mark — 
attained by the pupils as shown by an examination conducted 
near the close of the last term. 

There has been an inereased attention given in our schools to 
the development of character, the teachers being unusually 
in earnest to have the pupils act from a sense of what is right 
and truthful and cherish self-respect in their conduct. all of 
which is in the right direction and meets the hearty approval of 
the superintendent and the committee. ; 

The importance of compulsory attendance finds some illustra- 
tion even in a town as small as this. There are parents. al- 
though the number is not large, who fail to value school privi- 
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leges for their children and but for the public law would care- 
lessly and selfishly allow their children to grow up illiterates, 

By application to the Commissioners of Berkshire County and 
the payment of ten dollars the required provision was made so 
that on occasion pupils from this town might be sent to the 
truant school in Becket, Mass. 

Truant officers were duly appointed, viz: Messrs. E. BE. 
Adams, James H. Haines, and Joseph W. Farwell, who have 
been on duty, and in a few instances made visits of inquiry, but 
have reported no cases of trnaney. Under the existing laws re- 
lating to truancy it seems to the committee wise

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REPORT 


OF THE 


‘PRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC EIBRARY. 


The Free Public Library in this country, supported at public 
expense, is largely a product of the present century, and, more 
than elsewhere, of the State of Massachusetts. The whole num- 
ber of Free Public Lending Libraries of over one thousand 
volumes in the United States, as reported in 1887, is four hun- 
dred and twenty-four, containing about four millions of volumes. 
Only three of these were founded prior to the year 1800, and 
of the whole number one hundred and seventy-six, containing 
nearly two millions of volumes, are within this Commonwealth. 

It is not a little to the credit of the intelligence and liberality 
of Massachusetts. that she furnishes more than five times as 
many Free Public Libraries as any other State in the Union; 
and, that she loans about one-half the number of yolumes that 
are loaned at public charge in this country. 
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The oldest library of this kind in the United States is th 
Town Library of Franklin, Mass. It was founded in 1786 by 

_ gift of one hundred yolumes presented by the celebrated Bey 
jamin Franklin, for whom the town was named. i 
It is said, “The Selectmen had suggested that a bell would 

be an acceptable recognition of the honor conferred. but the 


than a hundred years, some fifty of these original volumes are 
still in existence and cherished as a memorial of their disti 
guished donor. The Franklin Library now contains four or 
five thousand volumes. : 
The other two Free Public Libraries, founded in this 
country prior to 1800 were in New Hampshire. One in 
Walpole, N. H.. founded in 1795, and now contains less 
than four thousand volumes. the other in Hollis, N. H .. founded | 
in 1799 and now contains about three thousand volumes. One — 
of the latest of the libraries in this Commonwealth is the 
Public Library of Millis. 
Tt was established in 1886. just one hundred years after the 
first library of its kind was founded in this country. But altho’ — 
so recently e: hed it now contains over twelye hundred 
continues to increase every year. as since it 
commenced, the people, resident here a hundred years hence, 
will not find less than twenty or thirty thousand yolumes free 
to the public in the Library in Millis. 

There were drawn out by our little population last year nearly 
four thousand volumes. showing that the people appreciate and 
use this provision made for promoting general reading and 
intelligence. 

In the purchase of books it has been the aim of the Trustees 
to furnish reading in great variety to meet the differing tastes 
of the young and those older, but especially to provide such books 
as will inform and educate while they interest and entertain. 

The annual examination shows that the books had been handled 
with care, and considering the amount of use, they were found 
in good condition, without the loss of a single volume. There 
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are a number of volumes of magazines to be bound and some 
books that need to be rebound in order for further use. It is 
hoped that the people of the town will avail themselves most 
fully of the advantage which the free use of so many and valu- 
able books affords them. There are single volumes which 
contain such an amount and quality of information, on topics of 
current. social. civil, industrial and religious importance, that 
one might profitably spend the time at his command during a 
whole winter season in their careful and thoughtful reading. 

It is hoped that the town will continue to pursue the same 
wise and generous policy in making an annual grant for the 
current expenses and the purchase of new books and thus pro- 
vide for and foster the taste for reading as a means of increased 
intelligence and virtue among her inhabitants.
